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oA  W ord  About  Pansy 
Culture 

PANSIES  can  be  raised  on  any 
well-drained  soil,  which  con¬ 
tains  plenty  of  humus,  easily  ob¬ 
tained  by  mixing  in  soil  before 
planting  either  well-rotted  manure, 
dead  leaves  or  soil  from  the  woods. 

For  Blooms  in  Early  Spring 

Set  out  plants  in  Fall  any  time 
before  freezing.  In  the  South  little 
or  no  covering  will  be  necessary  to 
carry  plants  over  Winter.  North  of 
Washington  would  advise  a  light 
covering  of  manure  or  long  straw 
to  form  a  mulch  over  Winter. 

For  Spring  planting  order  our 
large  size  for  early  blooming. 

oA  JVord  About  Location 

For  best  results  place  your  bed 
where  it  gets  three  or  four  hours 
morning  sun  and  mostly  shade 
balance  of  the  day. 

Give  plants  plenty  of  water  and 
pick  off  the  flowers  when  they  show 
signs  of  jading ,  this  will  insure  a 
continual  bloom. 
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The  above  are  cuts  of  photo¬ 
graphs  of  our  regular  and  large  size 
Pansies.  About  one-third  actual  size 
of  'plants.  Note  difference  in  the 
size  of  plant  and  roots. 

There  is  no  difference  in  the 
flowering,  only  the  size  of  the  plant. 

The  large  size  will  bloom  several 
weeks  earlier  on  account  of  their 
age. 

If  you  want  blooms  ahead  of  your 
neighbors,  order  large  size.  For 
greenhouse  purposes,  the  large  size 
we  recommend  as  they  are  ready  to 
bloom. 

When  ordering  be  sure  to  state 
size  wanted.  This  is  important  as 
we  are  poor  guessers.
